It  is  my  priviledge  to  introduce  the  Annual  Report  for 
1972,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Rural  District  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  England  & Wales. 

Of  the  73  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  49 
related  to  Measles,  and  4 to  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  the  level 
of  immunisations  and  vaccination  continued  to  be  satisfactory, 
including  BCG  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

The  Report  contains  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  which  I commend  for  your  reading.

There  were  7 additions  to  the  Register  during  1972. 

Of  these  additions  4 were  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis, 
and  3 were  notified  cases  who  had  come  to  live  in  the  District. 


Of  the  7 removals  from  the  Register,  3 were  considered 
to  have  recovered  from  the  disease;  and  there  were  2 
deaths  whilst  2 were  moved  out  of  the  district  to 
other  addresses.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  done 
by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1972. 

The  Barnstone  refuse  tip  is  filling  up  more  rapidly  than  I 
had  anticipated  and  at  the  present  rate  of  fill,  ten  years  will  be 
its  limit.  Sulphiding  liquid  seeps  through  the  refuse  and  is 
collected  in  a pond  where  it  is  diluted  by  water  seeping  from 
adjacent  strata.  It  is  then  sprayed  onto  a nearby  field  to  aerate 
and  pass  through  soil.  The  system  appears  to  function  satisfactorily 
but  care  has  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  contaminants  (such  as 
insecticides)  do  not  build  up  in  the  soil,  the  use  of  degradable  non- 
cummulative  insecticides  for  pest  control  is  necessary. 

Only  one  tip  fire  ocurred  during  ttye  year  - so  great  care 
and  immediate  action  is  taken  to  avoid  fires  by  a system  of 
weekend  inspections  (toxic  fumes  from  burning  plastics  can  be 
quite  harmful). 

During  the  year  1972  salvage  of  paper,  cardboard,  metals, 
rags  and  woollens,  valued  at  £7,000  were  collected.  Perhaps  one  day 
Councils  will  be  compelled  to  collect  all  useful  materials,  including 
plastics  and  glass  rather  than  perpetuate  waste.  On  the  other  hand, 
whilst  using  plastics  bin  liners  has  many  hygieqic  and  labour  saving 
advantages,  we  are  also  adding  our  share  to  "wqste"  - some  16  tons 
of  plastic  material.  Research  on  recycling  valuable  materials  is 
surely  now  worthwhile. 

Routine  visits  to  meat  and  other  food  shops,  offices  and  shops, 
general  complaints  and  housing  problems  continued  throughout  the 
year,  but  to  give  adequate  safeguard  to  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  to  employees,  more  inspections  and  educational  advice  is 
necessary. 
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Itinerant  gypsies  gave  the  department  considerable  trouble 
and  expense  during  the  year  - the  clearing  up  of  filth,  rubbish 
and  refuse  from  grass  verges,  hedge-rows,  and  dykes  involved 
hours  of  work  for  depot  staff. 

I would  like  to  thank  most  sincerely  all  the  cleansing 
depot  staff  for  the  cheerful  manner  in  which  they  carry  out 
their  not  to  savoury  tasks  week  in,  and  week  out  with  out  fuss. 

My  special  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  my  colleagues,  and  clerical 
staff  for  their  co-operation  and  willing  help  given  throughout 
the  year.
